Gaston de Bri- | 
mont brought suit against the American Regis- 
ter, published in Paris, and the New York 
Herald, for publishing a statement of his al- 
leged abuse of his wife. The Register was con- 
demned to pay 5,000 francs damages and 1,000 
francs fine. Although the counsel for Mr. Ben- 
nett showed that he was in Egypt at the date of 
the publication complained of, he was held 
responsible, as his name was at the head 
of his journal, and was sentenced to pay 6,000 
francs damages and 1,000 francs fine, It is 
to be presumed that when Mr. Bennett re- 
turns to this country, he will come by some 
other route than through France: This, how- 
ever, is not the worst of it.
